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FERTILIZER  REPORT 
1926 


Introduction 


The  Fertilizer  Law,  Act  of  May  1st,  1909.  as  amended  May  '29th, 
1917,  and  April  '•2nd,  1925.  requires  all  Commercial  Fertilizers  offered 
for  sale  in  Pennsylvania  to  be  registered  for  each  calendar  year;  all  sacks 
or  attached  cards  to  be  printed  with  brand  or  trade  names;  names  and 
addresses  of  Manufacturers  or  Importers  and  minimum  guarantees  for 
nitrogen,  ammonia,  total  phosphoric  acid,  available  phosphoric  acid 
and  water  soluble  potash,  which  they  contain.  The  sale  of  mixed 
fertilizers  containing  less  than  14  per  cent.,  or  units  of  total  plant  food 
and  the  use  of  chlorides  of  potash  in  mixtures  having  the  word  '"tobacco" 
as  a  part  of  the  brand  name  and  designed  for  fertilizing  tobacco  is 
prohibited.  It  provides  for  enforcement  by  authorizing  the  collection 
and  analysis  of  official  samples  and  publication  of  the  results  obtained 
for  the  information  of  the  public.  The  number  of  tons  of  fertilizers  sold 
annually  during  the  preceding  year  is  also  required  to  be  reported  and 
included  with  applications  for  registration. 

During  the  Spring  and  Fall  shipping  seasons  Special  Agents  of  the 
Bureau  obtained  from  selling  agencies  throughout  the  State  2519 
official  samples,  which,  together  with  reports  covering  each,  showing  the 
information  found  printed  upon  sacks  or  attached  cards,  including  sales 
conditions,  were  submitted  for  analysis.  Of  this  number  2232  samples, 
representing  registered  brands,  were  analyzed  chemically  in  order  to 
determine  the  correctness  of  guarantees  for  the  several  forms  of  plant 
food  which  they  were  guaranteed  to  contain.  They  included  712 
different  brands  produced  by  76  Manufacturing  and  Importing  firms. 

In  previous  reports  mixed  fertilizers  supplying  nitrogen  and  phos- 
phoric acid  were  included  and  it  will  be  noted  that  in  this  report  no 
samples  of  the  class  of  Nitrogen  and  Phosphoric  Acid  Fertilizers  were 
received  for  the  reason  that  only  a  very  small  number  of  brands  of  this 
class  were  registered  and  none  were  found  being  offered  for  sale  at  the 
time  the  inspections  were  made.  In  order  that  the  so-called  Lime 
Phosphate  Fertilizers  or  Acidulated  Phosphates  fortified  with  lime 
might  be  considered  separately  they  have  been  listed  and  grouped  ac- 
cording to  this  classification.  The  samples,  therefore,  represent  six 
classes,  which,  together  with  the  number  of  brands  and  samples  in  each 
were  as  follows: —

The  registrations  submitted  and  approved  for  1926  sales  included 
1285  brands  and  kinds  of  all  classes  of  Fertilizers,  for  which  279  licenses 
were  issued  to  139  Manufacturing  and  Importing  firms.  This  number 
was  slightly  less  than  registered  for  1925.  As  reported  for  the  precedmg 
year  the  number  of  brands  registered  has  decreased  over  a  period  of  years, 
however  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  low  grade  mixtures  were  discontmued 
January  1st,  1926,  there  being  no  low  grade  mixtures  sold  during  the 
year,  the  number  of  brands  has  not  noticeably  decreased  as  many  of  the 
low  grade  mixtures  upon  being  re-registered  were  increased  in  their 
amount  of  plant  food  so  as  to  include  14  per  cent,  or  more  as  required. 
All  of  the  mixed  Fertilizers,  therefore,  were  guaranteed  the  required 
total  amount  of  plant  food,  as  will  be  noted.  More  than  one-half  of  the 
total  number  of  brands  and  samples  received  represented  Complete 
Fertilizers  supplying  nitrogen,  available  phosphoric  acid  and  water 
soluble  potash. 

The  registrations  for  1926  included  the  tonnage  reports  of  Fertilizers 
sold  during  the  preceding  year  of  1925  and  showed  a  total  of  328,462 
tons.  Nearly  one-half  of  this  amount,  or  122,785  tons,  were  Complete 
Fertilizers  carrying  more  than  14  per  cent,  of  total  plant  food,  and 
71,808  Complete  Fertilizers  containing  less  than  14  per  cent,  total  plant 
food..  These  figures  were  included  for  the  high  and  low  grade  complete 
mixtures  because  they  were  permitted  to  be  sold  during  1925.  The 
number  of  tons  of  the  various  classes  disposed  of,  based  on  the  registra- 
tion reports  were  as  follows:  Nitrogen  and  Phosphoric  Acid  Fertilizers, 
containing  14  or  more  total  units,  67  tons;  containing  less  than  14  units, 
566  tons;  Rock  and  Potash  Fertilizers  containing  14  or  more  total  units, 
20,700  tons,  and  containing  less  than  14  total  units,  3,483  tons;  Acid 
Phosphate  Fertilizers,  94,409  tons;  Ground  Bone,  4,418  tons,  and  the 
Miscellaneous  Fertilizers  included  Tankage,  2650;  Nitrate  of  Soda, 
2972;  Potash  Salts,  2883;  Sulphate  of  Ammonia,  960;  Dried  Blood,  20 
and  unclassified  741  tons.  An  estimate  of  the  amount  of  plant  food 
supplied  by  these  various  classes,  based  on  the  guarantees,  show  that 
approximately  4931  tons  of  ammonia,  35,599  tons  of  phosphoric  acid  and 
11.990  tons  of  water  soluble  potash  were  supplied  by  this  total  tonnage. 


CONCLUSIONS 


The  2232  official  samples  were  accordingly  analyzed  for  the  forms 
of  plant  food  they  were  guaranteed  to  contain  and  the  results  showed 
that  of  this  number  395,  or  17.7  per  cent.,  were  deficient  and  failed  to 
meet  their  guarantees  to  the  extent  of  .20  per  cent,  or  more,  as  indicated 
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in  the  Tables  by  an  asterisk  (*).  This  proportion  of  deficiencies  was  in 
excess  of  13.7  per  cent,  and  16.3  per  cent,  reported  for  1925  and  1924 
respectively  and  show  an  unfavorable  condition  in  this  respect  Con- 
sidering the  several  forms  of  plant  food  separately,  compared  with 
guarantees,  106,  or  6.8  per  cent.,  were  deficient  in  nitrogen  18  or  20 
per  cent.,  were  deficient  in  total  phosphoric  acid,  165,  or  8  3  per  cent 
were  deficient  in  available  phosphoric  acid  and  140,  or  8.2  per  cent  were 
deficient  m  water  soluble  potash,  the  proportion  in  each  constituent  also 
exceeding  those  reported  for  1925. 

The  Complete  Fertilizers  were  represented  by  more  than  one-half 
or  1394,  of  the  total  samples  received  and  included  433  brands  all 
guaranteed  to  contain  14  per  cent,  or  more  total  units  of  plant  food 
carrying  from  1  to  8  per  cent,  nitrogen,  4  to  18  per  cent,  available 
phosphoric  acid  and  from  2  to  10  per  cent,  water  soluble  potash  The 
formula  grades,  which  appeared  to  have  the  greatest  sale,  judging  from 
the  number  of  brands  and  samples  represented,  were  1-9-4  °o  q 
2-8-10,  2-9-3,  2-12-2,  2-12-4,  3-10-6,  4-8-7,  4-12-4,  4-16-4  and  5-8-5^  It 
IS  of  interest  to  note  that  as  1926  was  the  first  year  in  which  low  c^rade 
mixtures  were  prohibited  from  being  sold,  the  total  number  of  brands 
was  not  materially  decreased,  there  being  433  represented  compared

1  he  deficiencies  in  the  separate  forms  of  plant  food  were  92  or  6  6  per 
cent,  of  the  samples  in  the  case  of  nitrogen,  131,  or  9.4  per  cent,  in  avail- 
able phosphoric  acid  and  106,  or  7.6  per  cent.,  in  potash.    This  class 
averaged  1.93  per  cent,  nitrogen,  9.80  per  cent,  available  phosphoric 
acid,  5.75  per  cent,  potash  with  a  retail  value  of  $34.33  a  ton     Of  the 
total  samples  of  complete  mixtures  1287  samples  supplied  potash  as 
muriate,  11  as  sulphate  and  96  contained  potash  in  both  the  muriate  and 
sulphate  forms.    There  were  only  6  samples  of  brands  having  the  word 
tobacco    as  a  part  of  the  brand  name  and  1  contained  potash  in  the 
chloride  or  muriate  form,  2  were  as  sulphate  and  3  contained  both  forms

The  Ground  Bone  Fertilizers  included  71  samples  and  32  brands  and 
averaged  3.37  per  cent,  nitrogen,  23.74  per  cent,  total  phosphoric  acid 
and  sold  at  an  average  value  of  $54.90  a  ton.  A  large  proportion,  23  or 
c!2.4  per  cent  of  the  samples,  were  below  their  guarantees,  the  greater 
proportion  of  these  being  in  the  case  of  total  phosphoric  acid  where  15 
or  21.1  per  cent.,  were  deficient  in  this  constituent  and  8  or  11  per 
cent.,  contained  less  nitrogen  than  guaranteed. 

The  Acid  Phosphate  Fertilizers  included  324  samples  and  71  brands

and  9  or  2  8  per  rent,  of  these  were  deficient  in  available  phosphoric 
acid,"being  about  half  the  number  of  deficiencies  reported  for  1925. 
They  averaged  18. 40  per  cent,  totai,  17.64  per  cent,  available  and  .82 
per  cent,  insoluble  phosphoric  acid,  retailing  at  an  average  of  $21.23  a 
ton,  or  at  the  rate  of  $1.20  a  unit  for  phosphoric  acid. 

The  so-called  Lime  Phosphate  Fertilizers,  which  are  essentially  Acid 
Phosphates,  usuallv  fortified  with  a  lime  product,  and  carrying  less 
phosphoric  acid  tlian  the  Acid  Phosphates,  were  represented  by  37 
samples  and  14  brands.  They  averaged  15.36  per  cent,  total.  12.92  per 
cent,  available  and  2.44  per  cent,  insoluble  phosphoric  acid,  retailing  at 
an  average  of  $20.22  a  ton.  The  unit  value  of  available  phosphoric 
acid  in  this  class  was  estimated  at  $1.57  a  unit  and  as  would  be  expected, 
the  Lime  Phosphate  Fertilizers  supplying  a  less  amount  of  plant  food 
than  the  higher  grades  would  cost  much  more  per  unit.  Of  the  total 
number  of  samples  a  large  proportion  of  them,  11,  or  29.7  per  cent.,  were 
deficient  in  available  phosphoric  acid  compared  with  their  guarantees. 

The  class  of  Rock  and  Potash  Fertilizers  were  represented  by  224 
samples  and  77  brands,  all  guaranteed  to  contain  14  per  cent,  or  more 
units  of  total  plant  food.  They  averaged  11.66  per  cent,  available 
phosphoric  acid  and  6.13  per  cent,  potash,  retailing  at  an  average  of 
$27.64  a  ton.  Thirty-seven,  or  16.5  jicr  cent.,  of  the  samples  were 
deficient  in  one  or  both  forms  of  plant  food,  14,  or  6.3  per  cent.,  being 
deficient  in  available  phosphoric  acid  and  24,  or  10.7  per  cent.,  being 
deficient  in  potash.  As  in  the  case  of  Complete  Fertilizers  those  brands 
classified  as  low  grade  mixtures  and  containing  less  than  14  total  units  of 
plant  food  were  not  disposed  of  during  1026,  however  it  will  be  noted  that 
the  number  of  total  brands  of  this  class  were  in  excess  of  those  examined 
during  1925,  two-thirds  of  which  were  high  grade  mixtures.  In  this 
class  of  Fertilizers  216  of  the  samples  were  brands  supplying  potash  in 
the  muriate  form,  8  containing  both  muriate  and  sulphate  of  potash. 

The  class  of  Miscellaneous  Fertilizers  were  represented  by  182  samples 
and  85  brands,  which  were  registered  by  34  firms,  and  included  the 
following  materials:  Nitrate  of  Soda  69  samples,  averaging  15.54  per 
cent,  nitrogen  and  $71.10  a  ton;  12  samples  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia, 
averaging  20.93  per  cent,  nitrogen  and  $74.71  a  ton;  1  of  Dried  Blood 
containing  12.75  per  cent,  nitrogen;  16  of  Tankage,  averaging  6.26  per 
cent,  nitrogen,  12.02  per  cent,  total  phosphoric  acid  and  $49.19  a  ton; 
8  of  Kainit,  averaging  14.46  per  cent,  potash  and  $20.07  a  ton;  3  of 
Manure  Salt,  averaging  21.51  per  cent,  potash  and  $23.50  a  ton;  69  of 
Muriate  of  Potash,  averaging  51.14  ])cr  cent,  potash  and  $49,52  a  ton, 
and  4  miscellaneous  materials,  including  Bone  and  Potash  Mixture,  a 
14-0-3  Top  Dresser  and  Wonder  Calma  Mixture,  carrying  plant  food  in 
three  forms.  Of  the  total  of  this  class  1 8,  or  9.9  per  cenL.,  were  deficient 
in  one  or  more  of  the  forms  of  plant  food  which  they  were  guaranteed  to 
contain,  6,  or  5.9  per  cent.,  being  deficient  in  nitrogen,  3,  or  1.6  per  cent., 
being  deficient  in  total  phosphoric  acid,  and  10,  or  11.9  per  cent.,  being 
deficient  in  pota^li. 

The  retail  selling  values  estimated  for  the  several  classes  averaged  as 
follows:  Complete  Fertilizers  $34.33;  Ground  Bone  Fertilizers  $54.90; 
Acidulated  Phosphate  Fertilizers  $21.23;  Lime  Phosphate  Fertilizers 
$20.22;  and  Rock  and  Potash  Fertilizers  $27.64  a  ton.  On  the  basis  of 
these  values  the  approximate  average  retail  unit  values  of  the  three 
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forms  of  plant  food,  as  supplied  by  these  Fertilizers,  was  estimated  as 
being  $5.08  a  unit  for  nitrogen.  $l.'-20  a  unit  for  available  phosphoric  acid, 
and  a  unit  for  water  soluble  potash.    Compared  with  the  values 

reported  as  prevailing  for  1925  the  average  retail  .selling  prices  were 
approximatelv  the  same  for  each  class  with  the  exception  of  the  Ground 
Bone  Fertilizers,  Avhich  averaged  $47.70  a  ton  for  1925.  The  unit  value 
for  potash  was  higher  and  those  for  nitrogen  and  available  phosphoric 
acid  were  lower  than  estimated  for  the  brands  included  in  the  1925 
Report.  In  the  case  of  the  Miscellaneous  Fertilizers  the  average  retail 
•selling  values  were  lower  than  estimated  for  1925  with  the  exception  of 
those  for  Tankage  and  Manure  Salt,  and  were  as  follows:  Nitrate  of 
Soda  $71.10;  Kainit  $20.07;  Manure  Salt  $23.50,  and  Muriate  of  Potash 
$49.52. 

The  results  of  the  Fertilizer  inspection  work  for  1926  show  that  about 
the  same  conditions  prevailed  with  respect  to  the  proportion  of 
deficiencies  and  correctness  of  guarantees  as  reported  for  1925,  the 
deficiencies,  however,  slightly  exceeding  those  of  last  year.  The  num- 
ber of  brands  registered  was  somewhat  less  than  for  1925  although  there 
M-as  not  much  of  a  reduction  in  the  number  registered  as  had  been 
anticipated  because  of  the  discontinuance  of  low  grade  brands.  Con- 
sequently the  brands  of  mixed  Fertilizers  registered  and  disposed  of,  as 
represented  by  the  official  samples  received  averaged  higher  in  their 
composition,  thereby  supplying  larger  amounts  of  total  plant  food, 
which  were  offered  for  sale  at  average  retail  prices  close  to  those  pre- 
vailing for  1925,  showing  a  material  improvement  in  this  respect. 
There  were  quite  a  number  of  non-registered  brands  found  being  offered 
for  sale,  showing  neglect  on  the  part  of  Manufacturers  and  Importers 
to  protect  selling  Agents  handling  such  brands  and  there  is  much  room 
for  improvement  in  seeing  to  it  that  before  any  Fertilizers  are  offered 
for  sale  by  selling  Agents,  registration  be  taken  care  of  by  those 
responsible.  There  is  also  much  needed  room  for  improvement  in 
showing  correct  guarantees,  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  proportion 
of  deficiencies  showed  a  slight  increase  over  those  reported  for  last  year 
although  less  than  in  the  few  years  preceding  1925.

All  samples  were  given  a  chemist's  number  as  shown 
in  the  extreme  left  and  right  hand  columns  and  are  grouped  in  alpha- 
betical order  of  manufacturers  and  brand  names.  Each  class  is  shown 
in  separate  tables  and  the  following  information  will  serve  as  a  key  to 
these  tables: 

The  asterisk  (*)  indicates  the  cases  where  total  nitrogen,  available 
phosphoric  acid  and  total  potash  are  deficient  to  the  extent  of  .2  per 
cent,  or  more  below  their  respective  guarantees.  In  cases  where  the 
guarantees  are  .5  per  cent,  or  less  the  deficiencies  noted  are  where 
the  amount  is  .1  per  cent  or  more  below  the  guarantees. 

Order  of  results  of  analysis:  Moisture,  Total  Nitrogen  found  and 
Guaranteed,  Total  Phosphoric  Acid  found  and  guaranteed;  Available 
Phosphoric  Acid  found  and  guaranteed;  Insoluble  Phosphoric  Acid 
found  and  guaranteed;  Total  Potash  found  and  guaranteed,  and  Potash 
as  Muriate  and  as  Sulphate. 

To  determine  the  formula  of  any  brand,  as  guaranteed,  multiply 
Total  Nitrogen  guaranteed  by  1.2158  to  obtain  Ammonia  and  then  use 
this  figure  and  the  guarantees  for  Available  Phosphoric  Acid  and  Total 
jPotash.  For  example.  Nitrogen  guarantee  equals  .82%  (.82  x  1.2158  = 
1%.)  Ammonia  equals  1%;  Available  Phosphoric  Acid,  8%,  Potash, 
1%.
